DRAFT RULES 
1 . Short title. These Rules may be called the Kerala Co- operative 
Societies ( Amendment) Rules, 1983. 

2. Amendment of Rulo 53. - In the Kerala Co-operative Societies Rules, 
1969, in sub-rule (2 ) of rule 53 , for clause (a ), the following clause shall be 
substituted , namely : 

“ (a ) Every Society shall set apart a sum calculated at five per cent 
out of the net profits for contribution to the Co-operative Education Fund 
as contemplated in clause (b ) of subsection (1) of section 56 " .

According to Rule 53 (2 ) (a ) of the Kerala Co -operative Societies 
Rules, every society shall set apart a sum calculated at the rates prescribed 
therein out of its net profits for contribution to the Co-operative Education 
Fund , contemplated under section 56 (1) (b ) of the Kerala Co -operative 
Societies Act, 1969. The existing rates are below what is permissible under 
the Act. The funds now received as contribution to Education Fund by 
the State Co-operative Union is insufficient to meet its statutory and other 
functions. Therefore it is considered necessary to enhance the rate of 
contribution in accordance with section 55 ( 1) (b ) ofthe Act. For enhance 
ing the rate of contribution Rule 53 (2 ) (a ) has to be amended suitably.

2. The assistance will be available only to Governmentowned organi 
sations such as small Industries Development and Employment Corporation , 
Kerala State Industrial Development Corporation Ltd., Kerala State 
Electronics Development Corporation etc. 

3. The organisations, desiring to avail of the assistance should got the 
approval of the Director of Industries and Commerce for the matter to be 
published /printed . 

4. Subsidy will also be available for the printing and publishing of 
matters directly assigned by the Director of Industries and Commerce to any 
of the eligible organisations. 

5. The subsidy amount will be 100 % of the expenditure incurred by 
the organisations for tųe printing and publishing of the matter including 
cost of design if any, printing charges , cost of materials etc.

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3. Possession of intoxicating drug.- ( 1) . No person shall possess an 
intoxicating drug except under and in accordance with the terms and 
conditions of a licence or permit granted under these rules or under 
the authority of a prescription given by an approved practitioner as 
an ingredient of a mixture: 

Provided that the mixture should not contain more than 3 percent 
by weight of intoxicating drug or any of its preparations and if the 
mixture is possessed on the authority of a prescription given by an 
approved practitioner who is a veterinary practitioner it should not 
contain more than 20 per cent by weight of intoxicating drug or its 
preparations (See proviso ). 

(2 ) An approved practitioner , a medical institute, a Clinic, a 
Veterinary Dispensary or an Institution where higher Chemistry is 
taught may apply to the Assistant Commissioner of Excise, of the district 
for grant of a licence in Form ID - I for possession and use of an into 
xicating drug in the course of practice or trea nent or for the purpose 
of teaching or research . 
Explanation . The expression " for use in the course of practic" 

refers only to the direct administration of intoxicating drug 
by an approved practitioner. All other issues of an intoxicating 
drug by an approved practitioner from his dispensary, Clinic 
or Institute shall amount to sale except in case of issue free of 

charge to specially recognised charitable institutions. 

( 3) The application shall be in Form ID - II- and addressed 
to the Assistant Commissioner of Excise of the District. 

(4 ) The licence fee shall be Rs. 10 per annum and the licence 
shall be for the financial year commencing from the 1st day of April and 
ending with the 31st of the succeeding March . 

(5) The licensee shall obtain his supplies from the holder of a 
licence in Form ID -IV or Form ID -XVI or by import, 

(6 ) The licensee shall maintain an accurate account of transact 
ions in intoxicating drugs in Form ID -III and shall make it available 
for inspection for any officer not below the rank of an Excise Inspector 
or the Inspector appointed under the drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 
(Central Act 23 of 1940 ) duly authorised in this behalf at any time. 

4. Sale.— (1) No person shall sell an intoxicating drug except 
under and in accordance with the terms and connitions of the licence 
in Form ID - IV granted under these rules by the Commissioner of 
Excise , 

(2) Any Chemist or other dealer holding a licence under the drugs 
and Cosmitics Act, 1940 (Central Act 23 of 1940), is eligible to the grant 
of a licence for the sale of intoxicating drugs under these rules. 
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Act , 


( 3) The application for grant of a licence shall be in Form ID - V 
and shall be accompanied by a plan showing the proposed licenced 
permises. 

(4 ) The licence fee shall be Rs. 100 per annum and the 
licence shall be valid for the financial year commencing from the 1st day 
of April and ending with the 31st day of the succeeding March . 

(5 ) The licensee may obtain intoxicating drugs either from another 
licensee in Form ID - IV or ID -XVI or by import. 

(6 ) A licensee shall, subject to the conditions of his licence, Sell 
otherwise than on prescription , an intoxicating drug , only 

(i) to another person licenced under these rules, in quantities 

not exceeding the limits prescribed in the licence of the 

seller and in the licence of the purchaser . 
( ii) The licensee may export an intoxicating drug to licensed 

dealers in other States under valid export permit granted 

by the Commissioner of excise. 
(iii ) The licensee shall maintain accounts in Form ID - VI which 

shall be open for inspection at all times by an officer not 
below the rank of an Excise Inspector or by an Inspector , 
appointed under the drugs and Cosmetics 

1940 (Central Act 23 of 1940 ). 
5. Import.- (1) Any holder of a licence in Form ID - I, Form ID - IV 
or Form ID -XVI - desiring to import an intoxicating drug from outside the 
State shall apply to the Commissioner of Excise for an import permit. 

(2) The application for the import permit shall be in Form ID 
VIII — and shall bear a court fee stamp of Rs. 2 . 

(3) On receipt of an application in Form - ID -VII, the Commissioner 
of Excise may, after such enquiry as hemay consider necessary and on being 
satisfied that there is no objection to issue import permit applied for , grant 
che permit. 

(4) The import permit shall be in Form ID -VIII in quadruplicate. 
The first copy shall be kept in the office of the Commissioner of Excise issuing 
the permit The second copy shallbesent by post to the Excise authorities 
of the State from where the intoxicating drug is to be imported or to the 
Collector of Customs in case of import from abroad . The third copy shall be 
sent or handedover to the importer or to a person authorised by him to 
receive it and the fourth copy shall be sent to the Excise. Inspector having 
jurisdiction over the place to which the intoxicating drug is to be imported . 

(5) Immediately on receipt of the intoxicating drug covered by the 
import permit, the permit holder shall send intimation in Form ID - IX -- of 
the arrival of the intoxicating drug to the Excise Inspector having jurisdi. 
ction over the area to which the intoxicating drug is to be imported . The 
Excise Inspector shall, within 3 days of its receipt by him of the intimation 
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personally verify the consignment and append a certificate as provided 
therein and submit the same to the Commissioner of Excise who has issued 
the import permit and make entries in the register of the licensee . 

(6 ) After verification , the Excise Inspector may permit the sale or use 
of the intoxicating drug, as the case may be . 

(7) The import of an intoxicating drug shall be from and to any 
particular place or premises and through the route mentioned in the import 
permit 

The intoxicating drug shall not be moved into any other place or 
partly or fully unloaded at any place or premises other than the place or 
premises mentioned in the import permit . 

(8 ) If the permit holder has more than one licenced premises separate 
import permits shall be obtained for each place . 

6. Export .- ( 1) Any holder of a licence for themanufacture ofan intoxi 
cating drug in Form ID -XVI or sale in Form ID - IV as the case may be , 
desiring to export an intoxicating drug outside the State from his licensed 
premises shall apply to the Commissioner of Excise for export permit . 

(2) The application shall be in Form ID -X and shall bear a court 
fee stamp of Rs. 2 . 

(3) The application shall be accompanied by an import permit or a 
No Objection Certificate granted by the competent authority of the State to 
which the intoxicating drug is to be exported . 

(4 ) On receipt of an application in Form ID -X the Commissioner of 
Excise may, after such enquiry as he may consider necessary and on being 
satisfied that there is no objection to the issue of export permit applied for 
grant the permit. 

(5) The export permit issued in Form ID -XI shall be in quadrupli 
cate. The first copy of the permit shall be kept in the record of the Excise 
Commissioner. The second copy of the export permit shall be sent by post 
to the excise authorities of the State to which the intoxicating drug is to be 
exported . The third copy shall be sent or handed over to the applicant and 
the fourth copy shall be sent to the Excise Inspector in charge of the manu 
factory or thc place within whose jurisdiction the licensed premises of the 
applicant is situated . 

(6) The export of intoxicating drugs shall be from and to any parti 
cular place or premises and through the route mentioned in the export permit. 
The intoxicating drug shall not be disposed of or exported otherwise than as 
mentioned in the export permit. If the permit holder has to export con 
signment to different places separate export permits shall be obtained for 
each consignment. It shall be the duty of the permit holder to produce 
proof of arrival of the consignment at the place of destination and a certi 
ficate of verification from the Abkari Officer of the place of destination in 
Form ID -XII. 

7. Transport - (1 ) Any holder of a licence in Form ID -I or ID - IV 
deşiring to tra isport an intoxicating drug from one licensed premises to 
another shall apply for permit 
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(a ) in case both licensed premises are in the same district, to 

the authorised officer, if any , in the district; 
(b) in case the licensed premises are in different districts of a 

zone to the Deputy Commissioner of Excise authorised in 

this behalf , if any; 
(c) in case the licensed premises are in different Zones or when 

there is no authorised officer having jurisdiction over the 

licensed premises, to the Commissioner of Excise. 

(2 ) The application shall be in Form ID -XIII and shall bear 
a court fee stamp of Rs. 2 . 

(3) . The authorised officer concerned or the Commissioner of 
Excise after making such enquiry as he may consider necessary and on being 
satisfied of the bona fides of the request, issue a trnnsport permit for the 
transport of the intoxicating drug in Form ID -XIV in quadruplicate . 

The first copy of the transport permit shall be kept in the Office of the 
authorised officer or the Commissioner Excise , as the case may be . 
The second copy shall be sent by post to the authorised officer of the District 
from where the intoxicating drug is transported . The third copy shall be 
sent by post or handed over to the applicant to the parson authorised by 
him to transport it and the fourth copy shall be sent to the Excise Inspector 
having jurisdiction over the place to which the intoxicating drug is to be 
transported . 

(4 ) Immediately after the consignment covered by the transport 
permit is received , the transport permit holder shall intimate in form 
ID -XV together with Form ID - XII for purposes of certification to the 
Excise Inspector have jurisdiction or the Officer in charge of Warehouse of 
the receipt of the consignment. On receipt of such intimation to Excise 
Inspector shall verify the consignment and record a certificate of verification 
provided therein and make entries in the register of the licences. After 
verification the said officer may permit the sale or use of the intoxicating 
drug, as the case may be. 

.. (5 ) The transport of intoxicating drugs shall be from and to any 
particular place or premises and through the route mentioned in the 
transport permit. The intoxicating durg shall not be moved into or 
unloaded partly or wholly at any place or premises other than that 
mentioned in the transport permit . If the permit holder has more than one 
licenced premises separate transport permits be ob 

for each 
such premises . 

8. Manufacture.- (1) No porson shall manufacture an intoxicating 
drug except under and the accordance with the conditions laid down in the 
licence granted by the Commissioner of Excise in Form ID -XVI. 

(2) The licence fee shall be Rs. 3,000 per annum and the licence 
shall be valid for the financial year commencing on the 1st April and ending 
with the 31st March of the succeeding year. 
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(3 ) The application for granting the licence shall be in Form 
ID -XVII and shall be accompanied by the Treasury Chalan in original in 
proof of payment of licence fee and a plan of the site and buildings where 
the intoxicating drug is proposed to be manufactured . 

(4) On receipt of an application under sub-rule ( 3) the 
Commissioner of Excise may cause such enquiries as he may consider 
necessary and on being satisified that the request is bona fide and the 
applicant possesses a valid licence for the purpose under the Drugs and 
Cosmetics Act, 1940 (Central Act 23 of 1940 ) he may approve the licensed 
premises and grant the licence. 

(5 ) The manufacture of intoxicating drug , their storage and issue 
shall be under the supervision of an unauthorised Abkari Officer in the 
licensed premises. 

(6 ) There shall be only on entrance to the licenced premises and 
one door to each of the compartments. All the doors shall be secured 
with excise ticket locks during the absence of the abkari officer in charge of 
the manufactory . 

(7 ) The licensed premises shall have provision for storage of 
restricted articles either separately or in groups as specified in the licence. 

(8 ) No addition or alteration shall be made in the licenced 
premises without the prior approval of the Commissioner of Excise . 

(9 ). The permanent vessels for the storage of restricted articles shall 
be secured with excise ticket locks. 

( 10 ) All vessels intended to hold the restricted articles shall be 
gauged by the Abkari Officer in charge of the manufactory . Even such 
vessel shall bear a distinctive number and its full capacity distinctly and intel. 
ligibly marked on it . A record of these details shall be kept in a register 
in From ID -XIX . 

( 11) Consignments of restricted articles shall be verificd and the 
receipt shall be entered in a register in Form ID -XVIII . 

(12 ) All restricted articles shall be issued only in the presence of the 
Abkari Officer in charge of the manufactory and for the purpose indicated 
in the licence . 

( 13) As soon as an intoxicating drug is manufactured it shall be 
removed to the store where it shall be carefuliy measured or weighed and 
shall be stored in vessels provided !or the purpose and accounted for the 
register in Form ID -XIX .. 

(14 ) All wastages or the deficiencies in the bulk content of the 
finished preparations in stores shall be entered by the Abkari Officer in 
charge of the manufactory in Form ID -XX and a report of all such deficien 
cies shall be submitted by him at the end of each quarter to the Assistant 
Excise Commissioner Any such loss in the absence of a satisfactory 
explanation from the licensec small entail action under these rules. 
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(15 ) An intoxicating drug which is suspected to have deteriorated in 
quality should be sent for chemical analysis and if it is declared to be 
poisonous shall be destroyed in the presence of an Abkari Officer not below 
the rank of an Assistant Excise Commissioner . 

(16 ) Issue of intoxicating drugs shall be made from the licensed 
premises only to licensees or permit holders under these rules . 

9 General conditions applicable to licenses.- (1) Every licence or permit 
shall be deemded to have been granted or renewed only to the holder thereof 
and no licence or permit shall be sold or transferred . The licence or permit 
shall extend to include personsauthorised by the licensces to act on their 
behalf . 

(2 ) Where a licensee or a petmit holder sells or transfers his 
business to another person , the purchaser or the transferee shall obtain a 
fresh licence or permit under these rules but it shall be granted free of fee for 
the residual period covered by the original licence or permit . 

(3 ) If a licensee dies, the licence or permit shall automatically stand 
suspended . The legal heir of the licensee is entitled to get a fresh licence or 
permit without payment of licence fee for the residual period covered by the 
original licence or permit provided that he is not otherwise disqualified and 
has supplied for the licence or permit within one month of the death of the 
licensee . On the issue of a fresh licence or permit, the original 
licence or permit shall automatically stand cancelled . Possession 
of restricted articles covered by the original licence will 

not be 
deemed to be an offence under the Act provided an application for a fresh 
liceace is submitted in time. If the fresh licence is not obtained or granted 
for any reason the legal heir may dispose of the restricted articles with the 
permission of the Commissioner of Excise and as directed by him . 

(4 ) If the holder of a licence wishes to enter into a partnership in 
regard to the business covered by the licence he shall do so only after 
obtaining the previous sanction of the licensing authority and his licence 
shall thereafter be suitably amended . Wher a partnership is entered into, 
the partner as well as the original holder of the licence shall be bound by 
the conditions of that licence . 

(5 ) If a Partnership is dissolved , every person who was a partner 
immediately before such dissolution shall send a report of the dissolution to 
the licensing authority within ten days thereof . 

(6 ) If during the currency of a licence the license e desires to shift 
his business to a new premise he shall intimate his intention to the licensing 
authority at least 15 days in advance specifying the address of the new 
premises and get his licence suitably amended . The licence shallthereupon , 
hold good in respect of the new premises . 

(7 ) The licensing authority may at any time call for any licence 
and may amend or alter it or may tender to the licensee a new licence 
in accordance with any further conditions which may be prescribed . No 
correction in the licence shall be valid , unless ordered and attested by the 
licensing authority . 
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10. Imposition of penalty undersection 67A of the Act. - Abkari officers 
not below the rank of Assistant Excise Commissioner are empowered to 
impose the penalty under section 67A of the Act. 

11. Deficiency. - Any deficiency in the quantity of an intoxicating 
drug in the possession of a licensee, if not satisfactorily explained , shall 
be considered as a breach of the licence or permit . 

12 . Miscellaneous:-(1) If the licence applied for is refused , the licence 
fee paid , if any, with the application , shall be refunded . 

(2 ) Every licensee shall exhibit his licence, (or a copy thereof, 
duly certified ) in a conspicuous part of the licensed premises. 

( 3) The licensee shall conduct his operations under the licence 
either personally or by an agent authorised in writing by him in this 
behalf. 

(4 ) The licenced premises and all the goods licenced to be dealt 
with shall , at all reasonable times, be open to inspection by the 
Commissioner and any other officer empowered by him in this behalf. 

(5 ) The licencee shall,when so required by the Excise Commissioner 
or by any officer empowered by him in this behalf , give an explanation 
in writing regarding any irregularity detected at his licensed premises and 
shall furnish any information regarding the management of the said 
premises. He shall answer all questions put to him to the best of his 
knowledge and belief . He shall also if so required , allow any officer duly 
empowered by the Commissioner , or the Drugs Inspector appointed under 
the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 (Central Act 23 of 1940) duly notified 
for the purpose to take samples of any of the goods, he is licenced to deal 
in for analysis . 

(6 ) The licencee , shall provide a visit book paged and stamped by 
any officer empowered by the Commissioner of Excise or a Drugs Inspector 
appointed under the Drugs and Cosmetic Act, 1940 (Central Act 23 of 
1940 ) in this behalf in which the visiting officers may record any remarks 
when inspecting the licenced premisses. The licensee shall on the 
termination of the period of the licence deliver up the visit book, the 
accounts and the licence to such officer as directed by the licensing 
authority . 

( 7) Exceptwhere other-wise provided in these "ules all Registers 
and Records maintained under these rules shall be preserved by the licensee 
for a period of 2 (two) years from the date of the last entry therin . 

(8 ) In the case of a firm , a truc copy of the partnership deed , and 
in the case of a company, a list of the Directors and Managers, as certified 
by the Registrar of Companies, together with copies of Memorandum of 
Association , Articles of Associaticn , and the latest balance sheet shall be 
submitted with the application .

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(9 ) Before granting the licence , the licensing authority shall fix the 
amount of security which the applicant shall be required to give for due 
observance of these rules and conditions of his licence .

When the 
Special Rules provide for a degnite ratio or order of preference from the 
feeder categories, persons from each feeder category shall be included in 
szpara.e select lists and appointment shall be inade in accordance with the 
ratio or order of preference prescribed by such SpecialRules for each feeder 
category ." .

Explanatory Note 
( This note does not form part of the notification but is intended to indi 
cate its general purport.) 

The High Court in the judgment in a writ appeal relating to the 
selection and appointment to the post of Professor, Electrical Engineering in 
the College of Engineering has expressed the view that to understand the 
last sentence of sub- clause (7) of clause (i) of General Rule 28 (b ) as 
meaning that the list has to be drawn up according to seniority in the lower 
category would be quite inconsistantwith the principles of selection based 
on merit and ability and also destructive of the earlier part of the rule . 
To make the intention of the Government clear it is proposed to substitute 
the last sentence of sub -clause (7) of clause (i) of Rule 28 (b ) of the Kerala 
State and Subordinate Services Rules, 1958. To specify the procedure to be 
followed when there are more than one feeder category two clauses are also 
proposed to be added . This notification is intended to achieve the above 
object.
